FINISH REPAIRS 
TO MONUMENT 


APPROXIMATE COST $3,000 


Large Pennsylvania Monument 
Has Been Placed in Good Con­ 
dition by Local Mechanics. 


Fire Fighters Start Fund With $635. 
Food Sale Netted Company $800. To 
Attend Convention*. 


Member* of Gettysburg Fire Com­ 
pany in regular monthly meeting Wed­ 
nesday evening, decided to secure the 
assistance of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Town Council, to conduct a 
drive for subscriptions for the 
pur­ 
chase of a chemical motor apparatus, 
a t an estimated cost of $3,000. 
In or­ 
der to show the citizens of Gettysburg 
before the drive was started th at the 
firemen are sincere in the movement, 
the fund was started with $635 by the 
Fire Company. 
Sin hundred dollars of this amount 
comes from the general fund of the 
company and $35 represents a special 
fund, which has been raised from con­ 
tributions given the firemen, for vari­ 
ous services rendered. 
A 
committee consisting of 
Fire 
Chief Jam es 
B. Aumen and D. 
C. 
Stallsm ith, was appointed to wait upon 
the Chamber of Commerce and Town 
Council, to ask for a committee of two 
members from each body to assist the 
firemen in their efforts to secure the 
necessary contributions from the pro­ 
perty owners of tow n. 
For some time past, the advisability 
of purchasing another piece of appara­ 
tus has been under discussion, as the 
most economical method 
of securing 
protection 
for the residents of the 
borough. 
It has been 
pointed 
out 
th at the large Boyd machine is 
not 
adapted for all purposes and th at a 
amal} chemical apparatus, which could 
be 
used as an 
auxiliary to the 
big 
piece, would be both economical and 
effective. 
The apparatus, which it it 
proposed to purchase, is equipped only 
with chemical tanks, and would there­ 
fore not be of use for pumping water. 
In answering 
an alarm of fire, 
the 
chemical truck would be taken directly 
to the blaze, 
while the large 
Boyd 
truck would be driven directly to the 
nearest w ater plug where connections 
would be made, saving many precious 
moments in getting both chemical and 
w ater stream s in play on the fire. 
The committee in charge of the food 
sale, which was held recently, reported 
th at 
the net proceeds amounted 
to 
$834.93.

REPAIRS HAVE COST $50,000 


Tons of Concrete And Metal Used in 
Filling 
Hollow 
Places. 
Structure 


May be Accepted by Commission. 


W ith the completion this week of 
extensive repairs to the Pennsylvania 
Monument on, the Battlefield, 
th »b 
great memorial erected in honor of 
the Keystone State soldiers who par­ 
ticipated in. the battle of Gettysburg, 
is said to be in tho best condition it 
has ever been. 
Some $20,000, it is 
estimated, have been spent in repairs 
and improvements in the last year 
by the State Memorial Commission. 
Tuesday evening a 
heavy bronze 
door was hung a t the foot of the 
stairway and each evening the en­ 
trance will be barred. 
Tons of con­ 
crete and thousands of pounds 
of 
metal have been used in making the 
repairs. 
Joints in the 
dome have 
been corked with 
metal and hollow 
places filled with concrete, 
the structure water-proof. 


Up to this time, the monument has 
not been accepted by the Battlefield 
Commission and it is the only dedi­ 
cated memorial on the field that is 
still maintained by the state or or-

Brethren Church, and for forty years 
an active m inister in th at denomina­ 
tion, died a t his home in New Cumber­ 
land Wednesday morning at 8 o’clock, 
following an illness of five weeks. The 
deceased who had reached the advanc­ 
ed age of 81 years, 
5 months and 14 
days, suffered 
a stroke of paralysis 
five weeks ago and has since been an 
invalid. Wednesday morning, he again 
suffered a stroke and died shortly a f­ 
terw ards. 
The deceased was born in Cumber­ 
land county, 
near Carlisle, and m ar­ 
ried 
Miss Mary E . Sellers, also 
of 
that county, who survives him. 
Dur­ 
ing his long term in the m inistry of 
the United Brethren church, he serv­ 
ed charges at Littlestown, Gettysburg, 
Yocumtown, Manchester, Duncannon, 
W est Fairview, Mechanicsburg, H ar­ 
risburg, Steelton, North 
Baltimore,

Baltimore,

and

While pastor of the

Nine national banks, two in Gettys­ 
burg, and seven in different communi­ 
ties throughout Adams county, were 
affected by an amendment to the Re­ 
vised Statutes of the United States, 
enacted by the Senate and HoUoO of 
Representatives at W ashington, and 
signed by President Harding, July 
I, 
which grants them a ninety-nine year 
extension to the charters under which 
they do business. 
The extension 
is 
dated from July I, 1922, or from any 
time banks are organized thereafter. 
•Before this amendment was passed 
to the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, with which is incorporated tho 
National 
Bank act, 
national banks 
were given charters for a period 
of 
twenty years. 
At the expiration 
of 
th at time, 
formal 
application 
was 
necessary to tho comptroller of 
cur­ 
rency at W ashington for an extension 
to their charters. 
This necessitated 
a great am ount of expense and time, 
besides hindering the tru st powers of 
national banking institutions. 
Also 
it was 
necessary, before 
a 
score of years was added to the life 
of national bank by the comptroller 
to redeem 
all outstanding 
currency 
of national banks by the comptroller 
for an extension. 
This required the 
engraving of new plates 
in the Bu­ 
reau of Printing 
and Engraving 
at 
W ashington, and the printing of a new 
series of notea bearing devices m ak­ 
ing them readily distinguishable from 
currency 
issued 
theretofore. 
This 
latest amendment, however, does not 
require the preparation of new cur­ 
rency 
plates or 
the destruction 
of 
notes issued prior 
to the extension.

Several m onths ago it was learned 
that over seventy-seven per cent of 
all 
the 
agricultural 
graduates 
in 
four-year courses at 
the Pennsyl­ 
vania State CdHege 
were utilizing 
their college training in some field of 
agricultural work, 
twenty-nine per 
cent of the total number being en­ 
gaged in actual farm ing. 
Students, 
who completed two-yeur courses in 
agriculture with a 
slightly better 
record than 
th at of 
the four-year 
men. 
According to a survey 
just 
completed, thirty-nine per cent 
of 
their number are farm ing and an­ 
other forty per cent are in profes­ 
sional agricultural lines for 
which 
their college work prepared them . 
In the results disclosed by this ex­ 
amination of students prepared 
by 
the school of agriculture, the college 
has reason to feel proud. 
With the 
increasing need for skilled profes­ 
sional workers in many fields closely 
linked 
with 
agriculture, 
and 
for 
young men who are trained in pres­ 
ent day methods of farm ing, 
Penn 
State is functioning properly in sup­ 
plying these workers through 
the 
four-year and tw o-year courses. The 
shorter period of training is design­ 
ed especially for boys who are inter­ 
ested in 
farm ing but 
who do not 
have the required credentials to en­ 
ter a 
four-year 
course. 
In most 
cases these boys intend to go back 
to the farm after 
completing the 
work. 
That they do get into special­ 
ized agricultural fields in consider­ 
able number is proof of the thorough­ 
ness with which they are prepared in 
the two years at college.

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Thinning Peaches—Trees that are 
set heavily to 
fruit, especially the 
late varieties, should be thinned now 
if this has not already been done. 
Growers will also do well to secure 
their supply of packages at this time 
in preparation for marketing season. 
Raspberries and Blackberries—As 
soon as the crop is harvested 
this 
summer, cut out the fruiting 
canes 
and burn them. 
Don’t Neglect the Garden—During 
the latte* part of July and early Au­ 
gust the garden is (likely to be neg­ 
lected. 
Keep cultivating after each 
rain as soon as it has dried off suf­ 
ficiently. 
Owing to 
relent heavy 
rains it is also important to keep 
ahead of the, rapidly growing weeds. 
Too dense growth during wet weath­ 
er is likely to start mildew on the 
foliage. 
Holding Back Pullets—It is very 
important that the pullet builds up 
a big frame and stores up plenty of 
flesh before she starts to lay. 
This 
can only be done by giving her suf­ 
ficient time to develop. 
Extremely 
early production may be checked by 
removing the meat scrap from the 
mash ar taking away the milk and, 
feeding large quantities of scratch 
grain. 
Swarm Control—Swarming divides 
the bees when they are storing sur­ 
plus honey and weakens the colony 
so that it cannot produce a

honey crop. 
Provide a well venti­
